‘Japan (he continued) while never 
ceasing to complain to the world 
of a inunited. ‘China, persistently 
Dursued the policy of preventing the 
Uunifieation of China. "This raised 
‘the question of whether Japan 
really wanted to sce China united. 
Evidently, there was apprehension 
that a united China would be a blow 
ipan' policy of expansion. The 
Tapanese, “continental policy,” which 
‘was the’ erystallisation of several 
centuries of teaching by Japanese 
‘warriors, was aimed. at China as 
the first’ stage in the conquest of 
Asia." This continental polley was 
‘& real menace to peace in the Far 
East, 

‘The danger was sll the greater, 
he said, because behind the policy 
‘was the intractable military ‘part 
whieh provided one of the ‘moa 
poworful war machines in existence, 
‘and which was seeking full realisa: 
tion by means of the mailed fist. 

Dr. Koo said that it, was against 
the Japanese policy of wanton. ag- 
gression that the boycott movement 
hhad been maintained. No. govern 
ment could keep entively aloot from 
‘such a apontaneous popular mo 
ment, ag it Was n measure of Tes’ 
timate self-defence, whieh the Gen- 
tral Government could not fail to 
countenance. 

Nevertheless, owing to, the vigit 
ance on the part of the Chinese gov 
‘ernment, as confirmed by the Lytton 
Report, few untoward incidents had 
‘occurred since the commencement of 
the Japanese invasion of Manchuria. 
Under the present cireumstances, 
might not be unreasonable for the 
Chinese Government to legalise boy- 
cott of Japanese companies and 
merchandise, and thus insure more 
uniform methods of enforeing it. 
Still, the fact that the Chinese Goz- 
ernment had not yet done so was 
characteristic of its policy of re- 
straint and moderation.

FALLING REVENUE 
Nov. 

Taking the published figures 
and arriving at certain rough 
calculations, it seems probable 
that at the end of the year the 
Shanghai Municipal Couneil will 
be faced with a shortage on 
revenue collections, amounting 
Perhaps to as much as Tis. 
700,000. On the expenditure side 
OF the Council’s balance sheet 
much pruning has, it ix under- 
stood, been effected. There have 
however been hea 
able expenses incidental to the 
normal rate of expansion and to 
the peculiar vicissitudes of 1932, 
Consequently the ratepayer will 
be well advised to take note of 
some of the consideration’ 
governing the present financial 
Position. In recognition of the 
serious situation created by the 
events of last February, the late 
Council. before going” out of 
office, was able, by approving 
certain budgetary adjustments, 
to avoid its originally declared 
intention of reverting tu the rate 
of assessment which obtained up 
to July 1930. No-one will pre- 
tend that the trade position 
shows the imminent arrival of 
an improvement. On the con- 
‘trary the depression which de- 
finitely set in at the beginning 
of the year here is deepening. 
Whether it will be lifted in the 
course of the next few months 
by reason of the reported stirring 
of slightly more active business 
movements in the interior is 
exceedingly problema 
therefore the late Cou 
action, approved by its successor, 
was justified by the state of 
affairs earlier in the year, its 
continuance ix even more 
strongly indicated in face of the 
marked increase in trade stagna- 
tion. Yet the Couneil cannot 
ignore the meaning of decreased 
revenue collections which, on 
the basis of figures available, 
Point to an ultimate shortage, the 





























like Tis. 700,000 on the estimates, 
In spite of pruning, expenditure 
is likely on the year’s working 
to be in excess of revenue and, 
with the benefits from the sale 
of the Electricity Department 
now practically exhausted, the 
Council will have to give the 
closest attention to the problem 
of making both ends meet. 
From certain points of view 
the solution would be easy. ‘The 
ratepayer in the International 
‘Settlement is more lightly taxed 
than most. Considering the ser- 
vieex which jt gives the Council 
has been too diffident in fixing 
its rates. The present 14 per 
cent. assessment is ridiculously 
low. Tt has been made possible 
only by the effect on ordinary 
revenue of the sale of the 
Electricity Department; other- 
wise the rate of taxation would 
be not less than 20 per eent., 
‘at the lowest computation. 
If comparison be made with the 
taxation habits of Chinese au- 
thorities the mildness: of the 
Council's demands will be realis- 
ed. In financial straits the 
Chinese Government or the local 
Chinese municipalities do not, 
hesitate to exercise the power of 
taxation up to inconvenient 
figures. Although the services 
which the Council gives are in- 
comparably better, on the 
average, than those’ obtainable 
outside the International Settle- 
ment it seems to be the public's 
view that to these exceptional 
amenities should be added an 
immunity from taxation which 
‘would be the envy of citizens of 
countries the world over. The 
Couneil is thus confronted with 
the exceedingly delicate issu 
whether it should correct its 
former generosity just ata time 
when the ratepayer js suffering 
from the effects of a serious

In ‘parti- 
cular this journal feels impelled 
to draw attention to the distress 
ing im the British com- 
‘The other day the 
Anzac Society was informed that 
its executive had taken steps to 
warn people in Australia. and 
New Zealand that Shanghai was 
no means a suitable place to 
send men of women unable to 
find work at home, This warn- 
ing has been issued to other 
countries ax well. Arrivals ut 
this port of men seeking employ 
ment have been unhappily fre- 
quent of late. And the extent 
of distress jn the countries from 
which they come can be gauged 
from the exceptionally high 
qualifications pos- 
sessed by some of them, But 
British, with" more 
claims to Shanghai's solicitude, 
ate also out of work for no fault 
of their own.

INCONSEQUENCES 
By Lateaton 


There was every reason for 
the Batagonians in exile on the 
shores of the distant country of 
Simbuctoo to consider that their 
case was being mismanaged. 
‘They were unable to induce their 
Home Government to give what 
‘they regarded as full attention 
to their lot. ‘The specious pre- 
tence that the problem of w: 
debts—Batagonia had waged a 
giddy war against Lavonia and 
had induced the Republic of 
Wonderland to finance the enter- 
prisé—took up all the time 
which was left to the Govern- 
ment after settling the differen 
ces between.all the leaders of 
the Opposition was irritatingly 
used. It is true that to the 
Government of Simbuctoo was 
accredited a Batagonian Minis- 
ter. He did his best, the exiles 
would admit in their lucid 
moments, but, as he often ex- 
plained, there was that infernal 
invention, the telegraph service. 
So as, owing to the peculiar 
habit of the sun in moving from 
East to West, his actions were 
known in the Batagonian papers 
before he had taken them, his 
power of initiative was small. 
And it must be admitted that, at 
times, he did not see eye to eye 
with "his fellow-countrymen in 
Simbuctoo. They firmly. believed 
that net-cord ‘shots should be 
treated as “lets.” “He did not. 
They were inclined to go three 
“no trumps” on four aces and a 
couple of kings with one suit 
guarded. He maintained, with 
all the fluency at his pen’s dis- 
could 
manage to smuggle in a fifth 
‘ace from the other pack, it wa 
better to pass. 
Differences of opinion were 
then serious. Batagonians in 
Simbuctoo ‘suffered —agonies. 
‘They stifled extreme expressions 
of woe. As they crowded the 
racecourses and cabarets of 
Simbuctoo they gallantly pre- 
sented what the gossip writers 
called “an animated —appea 
ance.” They talked as little a: 
possible about the depression in 
the hope that lack of publicity 
would make that ovil influence 
depressed about itself and con- 
sequently disappear. But they 
were nevertheless convinced 
that the Talking Shop of 
Batagonia should know - more 
about their doings. ‘They were 
determined to make it clear that 
‘4 Minister who spent his time 
searching fon a fifth Ace was 
wasted in Simbitctoo. He should 
be sent to Geneva ‘to discover 
how the League of Nations could 
put an end to the horrors of 
Peacé. It was also felt t 
man who ‘could display si 
heterddoxy in regard to “net 
cord” shots was liable to be 
overborne by the ingenuity of 
the statesmen of Simbuctoo, 
who, although exceedingly taci- 
furn and little given to public 
Dronouncements, had methods of 
thelr own.

He was 
Supposed to pull wires. Where 
the wires led to no-one showed. 
They. were there and they re- 














quired pulling so the wireman, 


who was properly equipped with 
ja trade union card, an insurance 
certificate, a curious instrument, 





Borstalian tie, was the obvi 
man to do it.’ The wireman, of 
course, received instructions 
which, first of all, told him 
|whieh bank would be pleasant to 
him and, then, explained how 
White could be made black and 
grey matter eliminated alto- 
gether. did not bother to 
igo deeply into his plan of cam- 
paign. He knew that his fellow 
wiremen would help him. For 
the Amalgamated Society of 
Wiremen, in pursuance of the 
policy of rationalisation, had its 
own list of helpers within the 
Talking Shop. This simplified 
matters for it prevented any 
member from overworking cer- 
tain helpers and neglecting 
others. These helpers were 
fully recognised by the Govern- 
ment of Batagonia and by the 
Opposition. They were given 
‘special seats on the backbenches 
of the Talking Shop because the 
backbenches were much in need 
of adornment. As the front 
benches were invariably t.nant- 
‘ed by Cabinet. Ministers or ex- 
Cabinet Ministers whose cl 
qualification, by the laws of 
Batagonia, ' was persistent 
failure to win a beauty prize, the 
sight of handsome figures in the 
dim, distant rear was cheering to 
the unfortunate wearer of the 
horsehair of impartiality who sat 
day after day in tortured control 
of the eloquence of the Talking 
oP. 

















So the Batagonian exile: 
having heard their emissary's 
endorsed it. Their com- 
to hang round the Talking 
Shop and listen to the wisdom of 
the wireman, was appointed. It 
was given "by the wireman 
(after he had seen that the be- 
fore mentioned Bank would not 
declare a moratorium) an im- 
pressive list of backbenchers 
who were pledged to speak and 
‘ask questions about Simbuctoo, 
Everyone was happy. ‘The wire- 
man was able to play with his 
wires. The backbenchers were 
able to draw attention to the 
absurdity of excluding beauty 
from the Front Benches and 
therefore to help the campaign 
for the “Prevention of Ugliness 
in Cabinets,” while delighting 
the exiles ‘in Simbuctoo. The 
Front Benches were happy be- 
[cause time in the Talking Shop 
was so precious. The more of 
it occupied by the Back Benches 
ithe less chance was there for 
silly questions to be asked about 
gold standards, fiscalitis—a 
terrible disease then raging in 
Batagonia—and the Wonderland 
debt. Therefore the Front 
Benches could get a little 
beauty sleep—as it was derisive- 
d by the “Lucusanon- 
Tucendo” group of the Com- 
munist Party. If despatch boxes 
are properly arranged, sleep on 
‘the Front Bench can be most 
grateful and comforting. 




















But even happier were the 
denizens of the annexe to the 
Talking Shop known as the Salle 
Blanche—it sounded better to 
have a French name because 
French polish and French leave 
‘were important features of the 
work there. (Indeed the idea of 
supplying the Talking Shop with 
answers to questions in French 
had long been mooted. It had 
been resisted successfully only 
because the French ambassador 
had declared that, unless the 
aceént of the Under-Seeretaries 
‘were approved by him, he would 
regard the proposal as a Breach 
of the Covenant and call for 
sanctions under Article CCCLXI. 
So the Under-Secretaries when 
the Labour Party were in power, 
continued to speak with the

‘The workers in the Salle] 
Blanche were pleased with the 
Batagohian exiles of Simbuctoo 
because they were great believers 
in the encouragement of the Back 
Benchers whose questions and 
speeches gave. splendid material 
for refuting the arguments of the 
Treasury maniacs who were apt 
to stroll through the Salle 
Blanche, at inconvenient mo- 
ments, armed with huge axes.

‘The additional 
protection afforded by the enor- 
mous growth of files as the result 
of the activities of the Back 
Benchers a valuable rein- 
forcement of the Salle Blanche’s 
defences.
